Forest Park boulevard, 
caused the mansion to become known 
in that fashionable section of the city 
as the “‘House of Mystery’’ has been 


solved. 

Mrs. Rathwilon has been operating at 
that number what she declares is u 
philanthropic health institution, and 
the Board of Health has ascertained 
that the bodies of seven persons who 
died there have been removed at night. 

Carriages and autos driven to and 
from the Rethwilm residence at all 
hours of the night, the peculiar conduct 
of strange men and women in the spa- 
cious grounds surrounding the house and 
the marked exclusiveness of Mrs. Reth- 
wilm have caused widespread specula- 
tion among the neighbors as to what 
was going on at the place. 

Attention was first attracted to the 
Rethwilm residence when it became 
-known that persons who had never 
been seen to enter the house were living 
there. Well-dressed men and women 
Were seen sawing wood in the backyard, 
and women, their dresses raised to their 
ankies; and ‘men, with their trousers 
turned up, were observed wading bare- 
foot. in the tall grass in the large side- 
yards. 

Recently a warrant was issued agains: 
Mrs. Reithwilm in which she was 
charged with holding herself out as a 
physician without a licenge.- The pub- 
lication of that fact caused no end of 
surprise in the neighborhood of the 
Rethwilm home. The warrant was based 
on information furnished by the Health 
Department that Mrs. Rethwilm was 
conducting a sanitarium in her beau- 
tiful home and was treating patients 
with what is known as the Kneipp cure. 

Treating Sick Persons. 

That Mrs. Rethwilm had been treating 
sick persons was a revelation to her 
neighbors, and they waited with great 
interest for her reply to the charge. 

A few days following the issuance of 
the warrant Dr. G. Alexander Jordan, 
Assistant Health Commissioner, received 
an anonymous communication which 
gave the inquiry a new turn. It stated 
that seven persons had died in the Reth- 
wilm residence, and that their bodies 
had been carted away under the cover 
of night. 

Two patients had committed suicide, 
the letter stated, and at least two oth- 
ers had met with violent death. The 
letter contained the names of the al- 
leged victims, and what purported to 
be the dates of their aeaths. 

Dr. Jordan put several assistants to 
work on the case, and he himself con- 
gulted the mortuary records in an ef- 
fort to verify or discredit the informa- 
tion he had received. 

Information Kept Secret, 

Just whet Dr. Jordan ascertained he 
will not tell.,.He gives as a reason for 
his secrecy the necessity of the Board 
of Health's passing on the ev'dence be- 
fore it is made public. 

“If I were to make public now any 
, evidence which has been gathered by 
this department I might be seriously 
handicapping what should be a thor. 
ough investigation,” said Dr. Jordan. 
“I have facts in my possession and the 
rmames of witnesses to substantiate 
those facts, and until the proper au- 
_thorities have heard everything I must 
maintain silence."’ 

One fact discovered by Pest-Dispatch 
,feporters is that Mrs. Christina 
| Witubercer. mother ef Attorney EB. H. 
Wolfsberger, who is representing Mrs 
Rethwiim in her litigation growing out 
of the warrant against her, died in Mrs. 
Rethwilm'’s house March 7, 1901, four 
months after she had Jumped from a 
second-ttory porch at one side of the 
om in an attempt to commit suicide. 


No Death Certificate. 
A certificate of Mrs. Wolfsberger’s 


Geath was never filed witli; the Health 
Department, and no permit, so far as 
the records show, was ever issued for 
her burial. The sody was removed from 
Mrs. Rethwilm’s home at night and was 
taken to Kirkwood, Mrs, Wolfsberger's 
home, for burial. 

Dr. G. W. Haverstick, who has an of-

NEW GRADE BILL. 
AIDS RAILROADS 
BIG EXPENS 


Board’s Measure Places Cost 
of Land Damages on 
the City. 





The text of the Compton avenue via- 
duct bills to be submitted by the Board 
of Public Improvements tothe City 
Council at Tuesday’s session was made 
public Tuesday afternoon, disclosing a 
vital difference from the viaduct bills 
now before the Council. 

The news bills, Nke the old ones, re- 
quire the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion, the Missouri Pacific, the Wabash 
and the Frisco to build a viaduct across 
the railroad yards at Compton avenue. 
It provides that the city shall bear the 
cost of land damages resulting from the 
change of grades at Chouteau avenue 
and at other points along era ave- 
nue. 

The bills now pending. in the Council 
provide that all of this expense shall be 
borne by the railroads. The Terminal 
owns much property adjoining the right- 
of-way of the proposed viaduct. Under 
the terms of the new bill the Terminal, 
like any other property owner, could 
collect damages from the city if any 
portion of its land should be condemned 
to make way for the viaduct. 

The old bill, known as the Gerhart 
bill, fixes the cost of the viaduct at 
$400,000, but the new bill says nothing 
about a minimum or maximum of cost. 

Supporters of the plan to force the 
railroads to build a viaduct consider 
the new bills much weaker than the 
Gerhart bill.

Letter Written in Disguised Hand. 

The letter was written in a disguised 
back hand, and seemed to be the work 
of a man of some education.

The story dates back to the death of 
Mrs. Clemens in Italy several years 
ago, since which time Mr. Clemens has 
been more or less in the hands of his 
friends. 

Miss Clemens has been away from her 
father most of the time since her moth- 
er’s death, studying music in Burope 
and going on concert tours. The aged

author lived practically alone, save for |’ 


his several secretaries and servants, on 
lower Fifth avenue in New York, until 
he moved te his new place near Red- 
ding, about two years ago. His daugh- 
er has been with him there from time 
to time and he had passed long periods 
with the late Henry H. Rogers, Stand- 
ard Ojl magnate, his most § intimate 
friend, on the latter’s yacht. 

Mr. Clemens has had three secretaries 
—social, financial and literary. Albert 
Bigelow Paine, his literary secretary, a 
well-known author himself, formerly of 
Fort Scott, Kan., has been Bdswelling 
Mark Twain for some years with the 
worthy object of writing, after the 
great humorist’s death, a biography that 
will make James Boswell’s life of Dr. 
Samuel Johnson look like a Sunday 
school tract. Mr. Paine, however, has 
had nothing to do with Mr. Clemens’ 
financial affairs nor with his social rou- 
tine. 

Twain Proud of Secretary. 

There is such a demand upon Mark 
Twain socially that he has found it 
necessary to employ a social secretary. 
Mark Twain is a little absent-minded, 
and would forget his multifarious din- 
ner dates without somebody to remind 
him. He says he would like to forget 
most of them, anyhow, if his reputation 
could afford it. He is sure his digestion 
would improve, and his physician has 
ordered him lately to do a lot of for- 
getting as to dinner dates. 

Nevertheless, he could not afford to 
forget all invitations, ,50 he employed 
Miss Isabel V. Lyon, a charming young 
woman, highly intelligent and soctally 
up to the standard, as his social secre- 
tary. 

‘“‘She’s the best social secretary a man 
ever had,’ Twain has said time and 
again. ‘‘Miss Lyon is my calendar.’ 

It was necessary, also, for Mr. Clem- 
ens to have a financial secretary. He 
has lands and investments, a steady in- 
come pouring in from Harper & Bros. 
and from his many books, and he has 
at last a real home of his own. 

The splendid country house near Red- 
ding was bullt and furnished, the 
grounds landscaped before Mark Twain 
ever saw the premises. He was too busy 
dining and speaking in New York and 
yachting on the high seas. He employed 
agents to transact his business in con- 
nection with the purchase and improve- 
ment of his country estate. When all 
was ready he moved in, looked at the 
pictures on the walls, the bric-a-brac and 
the furnishings and pronounced them 
good. 

His financial secretary, who attended 
to much of.the business in connection 
with the Connecticut home, was Ralph 
Ashcroft. Miss Lyon and Mr. Ashcroft 
fell in love not long ago and announced 
to their famous employer that they were 
going fo be married. 

Mr. Clemens determined to “do some- 
thing nice” for the best :ocial secretary 
a man ever had. He gave her as a wed- 
ding present home near his own and 
appears to have given her power of at- 
torney to draw on him for furniture for 
the louse.

He was not known at the legation. Of- 
ficials there are particularly anxious to 
dispel the prevalent notion that all Chi- 
namen seem intent upon protecting their 
kind, regardless of any crime committed. 

“There are bad Chinamen, just as 
there are bad Americans,”’ it was ex- 
plained. ‘Good Chinamen want bad enes 
brought to justice. Good Americans want 
bad Americans brought to justice.’’ 


TWO WHITE BRIDES OF 
CHINESE WERE UNHAPPY 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, June 22.—Within the past 
five years four mission girls have mar- 
ried. Chinamen in Chicago. One has 
been divorced, one committed suicide. 
The subsequent history of the other two 
is not known. 

In 1904 Mabel Price, working in a mis- 
sion in South Clark street, married John 
Ling, one of her Chinese pupils, a cigar- 
maker, They later moved to Plano, IIL, 
where she committed suicide nine 
months ago, leaving two children. 
Agnes Cannon, who assisted in a mis- 
sion in Dearborn street, married Joe 
Klee in 1906 and obtained a divorce the 
next year. 

Nellie Devoy, a Chinese Sunday school 
teacher, married Lee Moy, a Chinese 
student. They left soon afterward for 
San Francisco. 

Martha Stingon, a mission worker, 
married a Chinese importer, John Wong, 
in 1907. He afterward removed his busi- 
ness to Seattle.

I remember that fact 
well, because I cautioned Mrs. Reth- | 
wilm at the time to place iron bars 
over her windows. I told her she was 
careless in keeping such patients in her 
house and not taking the precaution to 
keep her from inflicting self-harm.”’ - 

Agnes Prince of Belleville, who was 
employed as a cook in the Rethwilm 
residence, died there about four years 
ago from brain shock. Her body was 
taken away by her relatives. Mrs 
Rethwilm says the girl had the care of 
a reputable physician during her ill- 
ness. The brain shock was produced b: 
a fall from a street car, Mrs. Rethwilni 
says. 

The Rev. Father Myles W. Tobin, for- 
mer pastor of SS. Mary and Joseph's 
Church in Carondelet, and Joseph ©. 
Blow, a brother of Charles W. Blow, 
who committed suicide last December, 
both died in Mrs. Rethwilm’s residence. 
The cause of Father Tobin’s death was 
given as yellow jaundice and that of 
Mr. Blow’s death as heart disease. 

Seven Deaths in House. 

The last of seven death to occur in 
Mrs. Rethwilm’s home was that of 
August Rolf in 198. He was suffering 
from an advanced case of dropsy. His 
friends knew he had not long to live 
and urged him to go to a hospital. Mrs. 
Rethwilm says she also urged him to 
seek professional nursing, but that he 
declared he preferred to remain in her 
house. 

“Mr. Blow said the same thing,”’ 
said Mrs. Rethwilm to a Post-Dispatch 
reportre. ‘‘I begged him to go home or to 
a hospital, but he insisted upon staying 
here. He said he wanted to die in my 
house.”’ iy 

A girl about 18 years old and whose 
first name was Mary, jumped*‘into a 
well in the back yard of Mrs. Reth- 
wilm’s residence about six years ago. 
dhe was insane and physicians had 
given her case up as hopeless. She was 
taking the Kneipp- treatment. - Mrs. 
Rethwilm says she does not remember 
the girl’s family name, but could recall 
it were it suggested to her. 

Another death occufred in the Reth- 
wilm home, but Mrs.. Rethwilm, who 
readily admits that all the deaths oc- 
curred there, says she cannot remember 


was a man, woman or young person. 
Woman Brain-Tired. 

“If you just mention the name to me I 
will recall it instantly,’’ she said when 
pressed to recollect the name. “My 
memory has gone back on me. I am 
brain-tired. I know, however, that 
there were no more than seven deaths 
in my house.” 

When asked if the bodies were carted 
away from her house at night Mrs. 
Rethwilm laughed. 

“Such a funny question to ask one,”’ 
said she. “Of course the bodies were 
taken away whenever the undertakers 
got here. If the death occurred at night 
the body was removed at night. There 
was nething strange about it. Besides 
I did not want to disturb the neighbor- 
hood. The bodies were not removed at 
night to conceal anything. 

“I never did anything criminal in my 
life. All I ever did was done in a 
spirit of kindness. I never had a grudge 
against anyone and I was always trying 
to do some good.” 

Widow of a Tallor. 

Mrs. Rethwilm is 55 years old. Her 
maiden name was Anna Dreste and she 
was a dressmaker when she became the 
third wife of Edward F. Rethwilm, one 
of St. Louis’ pioneer tailors, 24 years 
ago. 

Rethwilm died three years ago at the 
age of 80 years and left his widow and 
her 18-year-old daughter, Anna, the only 
regular occupants of the house with the 
exception of the servants. 

About fifteen years ago Mrs. Rethwilm 
went to Europe and while there took 
the Kneipp cure. She returned to St 
Louis greatly improved in health and 
recommended the treatment to a friend.

I knew it was against the 
law for me to charge people for treat- 
ment, but I didn’t know I was doing 
wrong when I gave them tea. 

“My guests frequently walked bare- 
footed in the grass, but always in the 
back yard, never in the front where 
they would disturb the neighbors. Some 
of my guests chepped wood and did oth- 
er work about the house, but that was 
for exercise, part of the treatment, and 
for the purpose of diverting their minds 
from their aflments.: 

Dr, Simon Treated Cases. 

“Dr. John: H. Simon, former Health 
Commissioner, examined most of the 
cases which came here and prescribed 
for them. He was treating cases in 
my house when he was Health Com- 
missioner and until just recently when I 
decided not to take any more persons 
into my house. He will tell you that 
everything that went on here was reg- 
ular. 

“Mr. Rohlf, the last man who died 
here, came to my house twice. I begged 
him to go to a hospital for treatment. 
The last time he called he sank into ‘a 
chair speechless and it was half an hour 
before he spoke a woru. I sent for 
Dr. Simon fight away and after he 
felt Mr. Rohif’s pulse he said the patient 
could not possibly live. Mr. Rohit in- 
sisted upon staying, though, and I could 
not turn him away. The Knights of 
Columbus pai me for Mr. Rohif’s board.

Mrs. Rethwilm’s home while being given 
a cold-water bath, part of the Kneipp 
treatment. Mrs. Rethwilm emphatically 
denies this. She says- Rohlf died in a 
room which was set apart for him and 
while in bed. 

Mrs, Rethwilm has had as many as 
thirty boarders within a week’s time. 

“I just couldn’t turn them away,” sie 
said, speaking of the number of guests 
she had. “It was kindness on my part, 
nothing but kindness. Some of then 
paid me what they could afford. I sel- 
dom made more than the cost. My ex- 
penses were very heavy at times. Some 
did not pay at all. Religious people 
urged me to do the work. I must have 
done some good.”’ 

In making out a certificate of death, 
Dr. Simon gave the cause of Rohlf’s 
demise as valvular heart disease with 
nephritis as a contributary cause. Rohlf 
was buried in Calvary Cemetery. 

The Rev. Myles W. Tobyn was treated 
by Dr. W. F. Kier who made out a 
death certificate giving the cause as 
biliary calculi (yellow jaundice), with 
dropsy as a contributary cause. Dr. P. 
G. Robinson made out the certificate of 
Joseph Charles Blow’s death, and gave 
the cause as heart disease and chronic 
pyeliteis. 

Woman Is Suspected, 

Mrs. Rethwilm declares revenge 
prompted the sending of the letter to 
Dr. Jordan. She says a former em- 
ploye whom she discharged, a woman 
who threatened t® get even, wrote the 
letter. 

“The woman I fefer to spent several 
months with me,’ said Mrs. Rethwilm. 
“She gave breathing lessons. . That is, 
she taught sick people how to breathe 
properly, so they. could get well. She 
practiced what she called concentration 
of thought, and I told her I aid not 
want.to have anything to do with that 
kind of treatment. I am a good wom- 
an and that concentration business 
sounded like humbug to me. I wouldn’t 
have anything to do with her, and one 
day when I tripped over a box the 
hall she told me she had pra d con- 
centration on me and that I would get 
my «rheumatism back. 

“When I discharged her she said she 
would. fix me. Later she telephoned 
me that if I would not give her $2000 
she would make trouble for me. I paid 
no attention to her, and this is what she 
has done.”’ 

Dr. Simon declares Mrs. Rethwilm is 
& philanthropist. Although he was 
named by the Health Commissioner as 
a witness against Mrs. Rethwilm, he 
protested against the issuance of the 
warrant, declaring that she was guilty 
of no violation of the law. 

“Mrs. Rethwilm is not holding herself 
out as a physician in the sense that 
the law implies,” said Dr. Simon. “It 
iz true that she nurses invalids and per- 
sons suffering from physical breakdown, 
but she does not use medicine in any 
form. She makes a biscuit on the order 
of Kneipp bread and asks that her 
guests eat it for the benefit of their 
health. It is made without salt.” 

A short time after Dr. Haverstick 
cautioned her to be more careful in re- 
gard to insane patients Mrs. Rethwilm 
vaused iron bars to be placed over’ the 
oack windows on the second floor.. She 
States she did not do this on the ad- 
vice of Dr. Haverstick, but to protect 
her home from “porch-climbers.’”’

} the neighborhood,” she said, “and I be- 
came alarmed. I entertained no fears 
for my patients.

It is surrounded by a large lawn 
and yard, the back of which ts bounded 
by a high board fence.

Officials. 


REBER OPPOSES GRANT 


Declares Administration Is 
Averse to Recognizing Trust-. 
Competing Concerns. 


A mendamus suit against President 
Reber and other members of the Board 
of Public Improvements, to compel them 
to issue a permit to the Light and De- 
velopment Co. to string electric wires 
and erect poles under the Aloe fran- 
chise, was filed in the Circuit Court 
Tuesday afternoon. 

This action was taken after President 
Reber had refused to issue a permit on 
application of the Light and Develop- 
ment Co. Hugo Wurdack, president of 
the Light and Development Co., was 
before the Board Tuesday morning and 
was told by President Reber that his 
permit would not be granted. 

Mr. Wurdack directed his attorney to 
file the mandamus petition, which had 
been prepared in anticipaton of Presi- 
dent Reber’s action. 

In the marfdamus suit it is set forth 
by the Light and Development Co. that 
the City Counselor has held the Aloe 
franchise to be valid and that President 
Reber has been so dnformed official- 
ly. It is also stated that the city has 
recognized the validity of the franchise 
ever since it was granted by carrying 
it in all the revised ordinances. 


Te Fight the Trust. 

The franchise now held by the Light 
and Develépment Co. is similar to that 
of the West End Light, Heat and Power 
Co., which Jeptha D. Howe has attacked 
ina quo wafranto suit filed through the 
office of Circuit Attorney Seebert G. 
Jones, who is Howe's brother-in-law. 

The officials of the Light and Devel- 
opment Co., who are practical eleosric 
light men, say they will put in a com- 
plete system to compete with the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co. if they 
are granted the permits. 

The company also id determined to 
find out whether the Light Trust is in 
an active campaign to kill all prcspect 
of competition. 

President Reber of the Board of Pub- 
“lic Improvements says it is the policy 
of the administration not to recognize 
the old franchises, even‘ though they 
meght afford competition and reduce 
electric light rates. In pursuance of that 
rolicy the Board, with Mr. Reber at its 
head, is trying to prevent the Holland 
Bldg. from supplying electricity to sev- 
eral consumers in the block boun:led by 
Eeventh, Eighth, Olive and Pine streets.

them overboard. 

Then, crawling to the other end of the 
machine, he pulled the escape valve to 
let gas out of the bag, climbed back 
into the little seat provided for the pilot 
in the center of the framework and 
came down easily and gracefully in a 
wheat field. 

Zellers’ flight Monday afternoon, was 
only his second venture in an air craft. 
He rode and maneuvered in the East St. 
Louls, a sky ship built by William 
J. Smith, a National Stockyards book-

Documentary evidence that Stephen V. 
Moore conducted the People’s Bank of 
Benbow City for John S. Guhman.-un- 
der protest, and that Guhman was in- 
terested in several] other banks and 
financial concerns now defunct, has 
been obtained in a raid on the office of 
Guhman and Barckers by detectives. — 

The office is at 815 Chestnut street. 
The detectives ‘who made the raid late 
Monday afternoon searched both Guh- 
man’s and Barckers’ desks. They found 
Several letters from Moore to Guhman. 

In one of the letters Moore write: 
“I am sick of this job; please give me a 
different one.”’ 

Another letter read: “Say, Guhman, 
are you trying to make a monkey of 
me, or what?’ 

The letters contained many requé@sts 
for money and indicated that Moore was 
harrassed by lack of funds. In this 


‘connection one of the letters said: 


“T can’t run this bank over here with- 
out funds. Go out and get some money 
of your wife; borrow it, get it some- 
where. Tomorrow is pay day and there 
are no funds.”’ 

Moore made many requests in the let- 
ters that someone be sent to Benbow 
City to relieve him of the management 
of the bank. He protested that he was 
not a banker, that he knew nothing of 
the business, and that he didn’t like it, 
anyhow. 

Moore “Suspicious at” Guhman. 

A letter from Moore to Guhman, writ- 
ten on stationery of the People’s Bank 
ahd dated Sept. 17, reads: 

Will drop a few lines. Nobody has 
showed up yet at the present time 
and I don’t think likely they will. 
I am really suspicious at you for 
sending such messages as that over 
the telephone. If you wanted any 
such statements as that made, you 
should write them yourself or come 
over. When you talk any such as 
that it is liable to be all over the 
country. If any bankers or business 


_ men would receive any -such state- 


ments as that from me they. would 

either be a liar or a fit. subject for 

the asylum. 

If you want someone to act a. 
monkey and be a D— F-—, you 
had as well get someone else. Any- 
one that had sense enough to pound 
sand in a rat-hole would know by 
taking a look at this bank and the 
surroundings that no such loans or 
deposits as that existed, the town- 
only a year old and we only in busi- 
ness about sixty days.

Scented a Trap, 

Another letter was written on plain 
paper under date of Oct. 6, 198 It 
read: 

I will drop you a few lines again. 
I am not feeling very well at all. 
Pay day is past, business dul If 
you want to run this business you 
will have to make different arrange- — 
ments—we are almost to the bottom. 
You are losing all the time and I see 
nothing in sight for myself or for 
improvement. It is different with 
you—you have a shelter and a living 
coming in. I think the best thing I 
can do is to get a job that I can 
make something at—enough at least 
to pay my expenses, buy clothes with 
and some to send home, I am dis- 
gusted here. 

The letter then refers to another bank, 
which, though it was the sixth day of 
the month, had failed to send a credit 
for $69.68. 

“If we had the money to do business 
with,” the letter continues, “it would 
be different."’ 

After more about the other bank’s 
delay, the letter reads: 

The Postmaster-Genera! at Chicago 
has been after information about us 
also. The P. M. got a draft yester- 
day for $57.44 payable to the P. M.

But 
in place of indiscriminate criticism, 
which is all too easily made, I should 
like to see a careful study made of the 
methods of the hundred leading news- 
papers of the country. I believe that 
such a study would be as valuable as 
the more careful criticism of the unl- 
versities that are now in the bookstalls.”’ 


ports, partly because the truth is so 
elusive, partly’ because it is so difficult 
to disassociate knowledge from beliefs 
and partly because of the inaccuracies 
of memory.”’ 

Then he suggested these principles for 
the newspapers: 

That the province of the newspaper 
is to print the news without preju- 
dice. 

That the observer who wallows in 
filth and the idealist who sees only 
the blue sky and the sunshine are 
alike untruthful, because they tell 
only half the truth. 

That the muckrake is an agent of 
reform when the evils displayed may 
be cured by the airing—not otherwise. 

That the sensationalism which 
stimuulates the imagination by the 
publication of facts of tremendous 
importance represents the highest 
good.

If 
Ithere was no vacant case, some of the 
regular printers laid off to give him a 
chance. 

‘In 1873 I set up Grant’s message for 
the Carthage Free Press.

Spaniard. He was named after Jaime 
the Conqueror, King of Aragon, as 4% 
compliment to the Province of Catalo 
nia, which formed a part of the ancient 
kingdom. 

Queen Victoria of Spain is a daughter 
of the late Prince Henry of Batten- 
burg and Princess Beatrice, daughter 
of the late Queen Victoria of Great 
Britain.

In the minds of most persons who 
are not “in the know,” the word totem 
calls up a picture of those quaintly 
carved and gaudily-painted poles which 
were so picturesque a part of the Alaska 
exhibit at the World's Fair. 

But the new totem isn’t anything like 
that, though the idea which inspired it 
was the same as the one which prompt- 
ed the Alaska Indians to use their long 
poles for something else besides knock- 
ing down persimons. 

St. Louis women are expected to take 
the cue from their Eastern sisters and 
adopt appropriate totems. 

There is nothing complicated about it. 
You won't have to hunt through Burke’s 
Peerage or hire a geneaolodgy expert to 
find totems for you. The woods are full 
of totems waiting to be picked. 


Totem May Adorn 


Autos or Stationery. 

Al you have to do is to go out in the 
woods—or maybe not that far, because 
if you keep your eyes open you may 
find one right in your back yard. 

Preferably the totem selected should 
be some living thing, a bird, an insect 
or an animal. 

The choice of a totem is largely a 
matter of inspiration. If you go out 
into the garden to pick lettuce for din- 
ner and you find a lady-bug on one of 
the leaves—there you are.

It is pointed out by a correspondent 
that the State Constitution, in Section 17, 
article 9, requires that the charters of 
cities of more than 100,000 shall proviae 
for two houses of legislation, one of 
which at least shall be elected by gen- 
eral ticket. 

F. N. Judson, to whom the question 
was put, calls attention to section 22. 
of article 9, an amendment to the Con- 
stitution, adopted in 1902, which re- 
quires that a city of the class degcribed 
shall have at least one legislative house 
elected by general ticket. 

“According to the Constitution, there- 
fore,” says Mr. Judson, “we can have 
a city legislature of one house or of a 
dozen. There must be one house, but 
not necessarily two, and the one house 
must be elected by popular vote.”

Prisoner a Vale Graduate, 
Price told his story yesterday after- 


He 
said he had been a resident of Clinton, 
To., and had gone as a young man to 
Yale, where he was graduated in 1894 as 
a doctor of civil law. He was admitted 
to practice in New York in October, 
1894, and practiced until 1903, when he 
was disbarred after being convicted of 
grand larceny. 

“T am in jail,’’ he said, “upon a charge 
made by Willtam Eggert of Brooklyn 
that I withheld from him the title to 12 
lots in Jamaica, which, he says, had 
been conveyed to me for the purpose of 
perfecting title to them. The fact is 
that when told by me and others that 
the title required much work to ‘cure’ It, 
sold to me the lots on Dec. 22, 1908, for 
$2000 and I paid in cash, taking a deed, 
which is recorded. 

‘Several lawyers had worked on the 
title and had pronounced it bad. When 
I had the property a month I correct- 
ed the defect in title, mortgaged the lots 
for $1800 and later sold them to James 
A. Campbell, who lives near Bay Ridge. 
Then Eggert declared he had really giv- 
en me the title to allow me to perfect 
the form and that I had sold his prop- 
erty. The District Attorney sent for 
me. I told him I would be glad to give 
him all of the information possible and 


came to the District Attorney with oth- 
er information. I don’t know who she 
was. 
Told to Keep Life Secret. 

“The old cases about me have been 
published. They included the charge 
that I had taken $2000 from a convict, 
in Sing Sing as a trust fund and appro- 
priated it, and, as a second charge, 
that I had taken $% from a woman to 
get her a divorce and had showed her 
a fictitious decree and thus obtained her 
money. After I had served eight months 
on Blackwell's Island on one of these 
charges and had been transferred to 
Sing Sing on the other, I was released 
on a writ of habeas corpus and went 
to work for trust and title companies, 
examining titles. 

“That brings me up to the story of 
my marriage. Aug. 8 198, I went 
to the rectory and asked Father Dun- 
nigan to go with me to Jersey City, 
where I purposed marrying Miss Mar- 
garet O'Connell, a resident of that city. 
He went and, with Father O’Mally, mar- 
ried us at St. Marys Church, Aug. 16. 
I had gone to my baptismal priest, 
Father Geraud of St. Mary’s Church, 
Boston, and asked him if I should re- 
veal what had happened to me in the 
past. I was told I ought not to do so 
and I did not. 

“Now my suit is filed on the charge 
that Father Dunnigan told my wife 
what had happened to me and advised 
her to leave me and go to her mother.”’

Pe HEY’'RE a queer lot, the wom-

world, and Sir Samuel, who was .or- 
merly Lord Provost of Glasgow, and 
who is in New York for a fortnight as 
a delegate to the Pan-Presbyterian Al- 
liance, spoke in the broadest and most 
delightful Scotch accent which § has 
struck the shores since Harry Lauder 
left them. 

“Undoubtedly the habit of public 
drinking is increasing among women 
all over the world,” said the noted ad- 
vecate of prohibition. ‘‘Lady Chisholm 
and I made a trip around the world 
last year, and I could not fail to ob- 
serve this fact, but as to what extent 
the consumption of alcohol by women 
has increased I’m not prepared to speak 
with any authority, except as regards 
my own country of Scotland. 

“I'm told that conditions are very 
scrious in this country among the wom- 
en, particularly among society women.

Farmer Ran a Mile and Doctor 
Tells Him to Stop 
Scratching. 


Farmer Emmet Rafferty has lived In 
the country all his life, yet he requires 
expert diagnosis to distinguish between 
snake poison and chigre bites. 

Late Monday night Rafferty came 
running down Clayton road to Busch’s 
Grove, two miles west of Clayton, clad 
in trousers and undershirt. He had 
made the run from his farm, a mile 
further west, in record time. He ap-- 
pealed to the driver of an automobile 
to take him to Clayton. 

‘My right leg is as big as a horse's,” 
he said. “Snake poison! Hurry to a 
doctor!” 

The chauffeur took him aboard and 
broke all speed laws getting to the home 
of Dr. G. C. Eggers in Clayton. The 
doctor examined the swollen leg and 
asked the patient what he though 
caused the swelling. 

“Chigres,” Said the Doctor. 

“This morning,” asid Rafferty, “I 
found some kind of a snake in the grass 
and killed it. Just for curiosity, I opened 
the dead snake's mouth and took out 
the poison fangs. I threw the snake 
and fanks away and thought no more 
about it until after I went to bed at 9 
o’clock. An hour later I scratched my 
leg and it began swelling. I thought it 
was the snake poison—maybe I had got- 
ten it om my fingers and inoculated my- 
self with it when I scratched.” 

“Chigres,” said Dr. Eggers. “You've 
been scratching for chigres—nothing 
else."’ 

Rafferty went home, disputing the 
doctor’s diagnosis. He returned Tuesday 
morning, the swelling partly reduced, 
and insisted that it must be snake 
poison.

But the sum which 
might be available for dividends on common 
stock, whether “declared” or “carried to surplus,” 
could and should be taxed. 

This surplus, usually $100,000,000, is the bul- 
wark of the Steel Trust’s monopoly, or what its 
chairman, BH. H. Gary, was pleased to term its 
“ultimate monopoly.” Out of it was raised the 
steel city of Gary, Ind., a commendable indus- 
trial achievement, but a huge contribution  to- 
ward ultimate monopoly nevertheless. Out of it 
was bought the Tennessee Coal and Iron Co., 
which perfected the “ultimate monopoly,” as 
Judge Gary admitted to the investigating Senate 
committee. 

It is this huge surplus, gathered at the expense 
of the holders of Steel common, and made possi- 
ble of accumulation by the beneficent tariff, 
which gives the Steel Trust its great power in the 
world of finance. Should it not be taxed?

Furniss, once a Salvation Army 1ass, 
who married William Ponsonby Fur- 
niss, grandson and namesake of one of 


New York's wealthiest citizens, to-uplift 
him, has sued her husband for a sepa- 
ration on the ground that she can do 
nothing to help him. She says that for 
several months lhe has refused to sup- 
port her, and that he has abandoned her.

show cause, June 30, why he should not 
be punished for contemrt of court in 
falling to pay his wife $500 alimony. 


Furniss and his sister, Grace Livingston 
Furniss, writer of plays, are the bene- 
ficiaries of a trust fund amounting to 
more than $160,000. In. her petition to 
the court, Mrs. Furniss says her hus- 
band has no business and lives on his 
income. She swears he is a paranoiac, 
and that to live with his would endan- 
ger her life. 

She says she met Furniss in 1904, when 
-he was a worker in the Salvation Army. 
She hoped matrimony would cure 
him of his drink habit. They were 
married soon after their first meet- 
ing, but he was soon drinking and 
coming home late at night, she said, 
and pretended to imagine that she was 
keeping company with other men. 

May 28, 1905, she says, he threatened 
and drawing a revolver, 
chased her abouf their apartments. She 
had to seek refuge with her sister sev-

Les McClurg was closely questioned by 
members of the faculty at a special 
meeting held in vv oodbridge Hall this 
afternoon as to his relations with Mrs. 
Montells, who is his cousin, ‘“‘very dis- 
tantly removed,’ to quote the univer- 
sity’s financial man. 

F. B. Ijams Jr. and J. A. Ranfer Jr., 
both of New York City and seniors, are 
among the dozen students who fear in- 
vitations from the faculty to appear be- 
fore them and show cause why their 
diplomas should not be withheld as a 
result of their friendship for ‘‘the lady 
of Orange street,’”’ which next to the 
title of ‘“‘college widow,’’ Mrs. Montells 
has borne fore frequently than her mar- 
ried name. 

Facts Suppressed. 


The facts behind the midnight raid 
last Sunday on the house at 73 Avon 
when a sergeant and four po- 
licemen arrested Mrs. Montells, her 
young sister, Miss Mary Bell Christy, 
Ijams and Ranier, have been suppressed 
as a result of the extraordinary influ- 
ence brought to bear upon the police 
and loacl newspapers by the university 
authorities and by James H. Webb of 
the law firm of Alling, Webb & More- 
house, himself a former State's Attor- 
ney. 

Mr. Webb has been Mrs. Montells’ 
counsel since her arrival here last 
August, and it was he who procured for 
her a divorce from Joseph Montells, 
yachtsman and shipbuilder of Green- 
wich, Conn., the decree in which was 
issued only last Friday. 

When the university opened last 
Mrs. Montells took a house near 
campus. The barrier erected by 
cousin was not higlt enough to be 
passable to wealthy 
automobiles. 

Her parties lasted long into the night, 
and at times four or five automobiles 
were seen before her home. She had 
bought all the furnishings of the Green- 
wich house, and when she moved ,to 
New Haven she atripped it bare, even 
taking the window shades. 

Curate Outcalled Rector. 


Mrs. Montells had branched out in 
her activities, joining Trinity Church. 
Thereafter the Rey. Cc. oO. Scoville, its 
pastor, took tea at her residence sev- 
eral times, but his visits ended abrupt- 
ly when rumors began to be circulated 
that the Rev. Mr. Sterrett, his curate, 
was calling at Mrs. Montell’s two after- 
noons to his one. 

A week ago Friday resolutions signed 
by a half dozen families whose resi- 
dences adjoin Mrs. Montells’ were sent 
to Chief of Police Cowles, demanding a 
suppression of the all-night entertain- 
ments. Also the neighbors alleged that 
matters had become worse following the 
arrival from St. Louis of Mrs. Montells’ 
20-year-old sister, quite as pretty and 
altogether as fond of entertainment as 
she. 

Chief Cowles was out of town, and 
the acting Chief sent a raiding squad 
to the Montells’ house Friday night to 
detect disturbers or the peace. Thera 
was little noise that night or Satur- 
day, though there were many callers 
On Sunday night Mrs. Montells, her 
sister, Ijams and Ranier drove up to 
the house in Ijams’ automobile shortly 
after 11 o'clock. 

“Poor Boy” Had Headache, 

After waiting 10 minutes, the raiders 
entered. Mrs. Montells and Ijams were 
in the reception room. Ranier was found ; 
stretched on a bed, fully clothed. His 
hat was pulled down over his face and 
the young girl was standing in one 
corner of the room regarding him. She 
said to the sleuths: “Poor boy, he has 
an awful headache; don’t wake him,” 
but they did. Then they informed the 
quartet that they were under arrest. 
The students protested vigorously. 
Mrs. Montells called up her counsel, Mr. 
Webb on the telephone and demanded 
that he come immediately from his 
country estate, which is 12 miles out 
of town. But Mr. Webb telephened to a 
boncsman, who appeared at the sta- 
tion housé and bailed out the two wom- 
en and the two boys. 

The next day Mr. Webb advised his 
four clients to disappear temporarily, 
and their bonds were declared forfeited
